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More than 400 new freshmen arrived 
on Juniata’s campus this month for the 
beginning of its 95th academic year. 
Not since 1636, when Harvard was 
founded, have American colleges 
faced issues so complex and so diffi- 
cult to resolve. 

President John N. Stauffer has 
moved energetically in this time of 
crisis and change in higher education 
to strengthen Juniata’s financial situa- 
tion, administrative organization, cur- 
riculum and the educational program: 


° Through the new Annual Support 
Fund and through careful budget con- 
trol procedures, he acted to reduce the 
strain of inflation on Juniata’s pro- 
gram. The Annual Support Fund 
raised more than $115,000 for current 
operating expenses in its first year. 


@ While reducing the annual def- 
icit through stringent economies, the 
president also reported the decision of 
the Board of Trustees to raise tuition 
by $210 for a total of $3,190 for 
1971-72. This yearly fee also includes 
room, board and the various student 
cultural and sports events. 

“In facing this necessity,” Dr. Stauf- 
fer wrote to parents, “Juniata is hav- 
ing the same experience as virtually 
every college and university, both 
public and private, in the country. As 
you will readily recognize we are not 
immune from the serious inflation 
which affects all parts of the econ- 
omy.” 

e The important post of academic 
dean was temporarily filled when Dr. 
Stauffer announced in August the ap- 
pointment of Dr. Wilfred G. Norris 
‘54, professor of physics, as acting 
dean, replacing Dr. Donald M. Rock- 
well who returns to the department of 
chemistry. 


e As soon as he assumed the presi-

dency, Dr. Stauffer urged the estab- 
lishment of a Juniata Task Force whose 
task it would be to propose improve- 
ments in the educational program. This 
month the hard working committee 
makes its first major report to the 
faculty following a year of intense 
study and discussions. 


¢ The inclusion of students on the 
Task Force introduces their critical 
commentary and marks a change in 
student status. In his speech to the 
alumni during Commencement Week- 
end, Dr. Stauffer pointed to the in- 
creased involvement of students and 
faculty in institutional affairs. 


¢ Perhaps the most obvious of the 
changes on campus are in the physical 
plant itself. Students Hall, Brumbaugh 
and Oneida Halls, the temporary 
Home Economics building, are being

and the Women’s gym are to remain 
of the original campus complex. 

The relatively new Oneida Dining 
Room wing will be preserved and re- 
modeled for use by the Financial and 
Business Affairs Offices. 

Upperclass students are living in the 
new East Houses: Flory, Kline, Long 
and Miller Houses. Eight students are 
accommodated in each single living 
unit consisting of two bedrooms, bath 
and living room.
